Sky  Dnvers  will  be  well  train¬ 
ed  before  he  goes  up  to  jump; 
he  is  required  to  take  a  safety 
officer’s  test  for  which  he  will 
receive  as  much  instruction 
as  he  requires.  The  club  chutes 
may  be  used  free  for  the  first 


ten  jumps  and  may  then  be 
rented. 

The  jumps  will  be  made 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  after¬ 
noons  and  evenings  until  sun¬ 
down. 

Let’s  follow  the  decent  of 
one  of  these  divers.  Under  the 
direction  of  a  jump  master,  he 
will  climb  out  onto  the  strut  of 
the  plane  at  about  3,000  ft.  On 
signal  from  the  jump  master, 
he  will  release  his  hold  and  will 
fall  for  about  10  seconds  be¬ 
fore  his  chute  automatically 
opens  by  means  of  a  static 
line  attached  to  the  plane.  (At 
least  five  of  these  static  line 
jumps  are  required  before  he 
is  allowed  to  free  fall.)  For 
maximum  security  he  will 
wear  a  reserve  chute  in  a  chest 
pack. 

After  his  ehute  opens  he  will 
assume  a  spread  eagle  posi¬ 
tion,  arms  and  legs  outstretch¬ 
ed.  He  will  be  falling  through 
the  air  at  approximately  120 
miles  per  hour.  At  treetop 
level  he  will  enter  the  prepare 
to  land  attitude,  feet  together, 


knees  together  and  slightly 
bent,  body  relaxed  and  eyes 
on  the  horizon,  not  on  the 
ground. 

Anyone  interested  in  joining 
the  Nodaway  Sky  Divers  should 
go  to  the  Business  Office  in 
the  ..Administration  ..Building 
and  sign  the  roster  and  a  Hold 
Harmless  ..agreement.  ..(The 
H..o..l..d  Harmless  agreement 
which  ..releases  ..the  ..airport 
owner  from  liability  must  be 
signed  by  the  prospective  sky 
diver  in  the  presence  of  a  no¬ 
tary  public;  if  he  is  under  21, 
it  must  also  be  signed  by  his 
parents  before  a  notary. 

The  fee  for  joining  the  group 
is  $9.50  for  insurance  with  the 
Parachute  Club  of  America  and 
$3.00  for  the  plane  ride.  Each 
jump  thereafter  is  just  $3.00.
